And, in the midst of this terrific mental upheaval and 
the nervousness which is always attendant on the consum 
mation of one’s first murder, what does the terror-stricken 
thane reply? He clears his throat and declares that Machet/ 
hath murdered sleep, “sleep that knits up the ravell’d sleeve 
of care, the death of each day’s life, sore labor’s bath, balm 
of hurt minds, great Nature’s second course, chief nourisher 
in life’s feast.” This panicky fugitive stops in the midst 
of his flight and turns thesaurus, while Lady Macbeth has 
to stand by until he has thought up all the literary synonyms 
for sleep and act as if she really were excited. No actor in 
God’s world could make a scene like that anything but 
plaster-of-Paris, for it is bad psychology, bad human-natur: 
and perfectly rotten theatre. And to any one sending a

every one of Shakespeare’s plays. (Don't be silly and take 
this seriously.
